One chain conbauial dug 
holes into this soil as we made our 
way a foot at a time up the slope 
which had an angle like the roof of 
the House of Seven Gables. Men 
pushed, and when we came to a 
stand, blocked the wheels with 
small tree trunks. Thus we gained 
a foot at a time.” »

In another village they saw nine 
men-and: one woman pass. the 
camp, and found that six of the 
men were accusing the woman of 
witchcraft. The other three men 
were relatives, among them her 
husband. All the men had clay on 
their foreheads, a sign they were 
going to the witchdoctor. 

“The woman had a cloth tied on 
her head,” says Dixon. ‘When I 
asked why she was thus disting- 
uishing herself from the others, 
the men’ answered that they had 
told her to tie on that cloth so that 
the witchdoctor could see them- 
selves that she was a witch. The 
woman said, ‘I know nothing about 
witch-craft. They accuse me be- 
cause they hate me’.’”’ 

Dixon found that the witchdoc- 
tor will collect a generous fee and 
will, of course, accuse the woman, 
as she is the one tlfey wish ac- 
cused. He will torture her in vari- 
ous ways until she “talks.” After 
that she will be beaten by the 
witchdoctor until her relatives pay 
a ransom for him to desist. Then 
she must give up a daughter to be 
gold into the slavery of an African 
marriage. 

“Every time anyone dies in Af- 
rican heathen society, there is a 
witchcraft trial,’’ adds Dixon, “and 
those men really believed that this 
woman killed their dead relative 
by the use of witchcraft. Every- 
time there is a death the bereaved 
honestly think: some neighbor has 
used witchcraft. Can you imagine 
the welter of suspicion and fear 
and hate that undermines such a 
society ?”* 

The little victrola has caused a 
great deal of speechiess wonder. It 
to them, is a magic box. They 
think there are many people inside 
of it. Indeed, it fs a form of white 
man's witchcraft! They sometimes 
believe.that the voices come from 
the other world.

A recent survey of 500 repre- 
sentative leaders among boys in 
the Junior and Senior classes of 
approximately 40 High Schools in 
Massachusetts, from the Berkshires 
to the Cape, including the larger 
cities, discloses the fact that a vast 
majority of the boys do not believe 
that it is necesary to drink to gain 
popularity in High School life of 
the present day. Of the 500 boys 
interviewed 386 answered NO to 
the question when it was put 
squarely to them by a_ prominent 
leader in boys work in this state. 
99 did not answer and only 15 
said YES. These same boys admit- 
ted in thelr answer to another 

uestion that only 79 ever drank 
haar in any form while 421 
said emphatically that they had 
never touched liquor and had no 
desire to do so. These boys were 
leaders in school life being cap- 
tains of various athletic teams, 
editors of school papers, presidents 
of classes, and 433 of them claimed 
that alcohol in any form is injuri- 
ous to one’s chance of success as 
an athlete. 

That this is an indication of the 
feelingr of a vast number of youth 
ia the opinion of a company of 
Youth Leaders who met recently to 
discuss their work. In this group 
were representatives of the Young 
Mens’ ristian Association, Ep- 
worth League, Christian Endeavor.

I¢ was in February 
1914 that he became a field repre- 
sentative of the First Ald Service 
of the Red Cross to promote water 
first aid—or life saving, and his 
work has carried him into an av-

He has studied first aid prob- 
lems of Police and KFYre Depart- 
all over the United States 
ted in the train- 
ing of more than 360 such ure’ 
ments, along emergency aid lines. 
During the World War, by permis- 
sion of the Red Cross, he was able 
to offer to army and navy training 
camps a collection of methods of 
tranaportation of the injured 
which were gladly accepted by the 
camp commanders and incorporat- 
ed into the training of more than 
120,000 soldiers-and sailors and 
marines during 1917 and 1918 be- 
fore they went overseas, and an 
equal number of ans were 
reached in the same period. 

At the request of the Secretary 
of War, Commodore Longfellow 
continued his status as a Rea Cross 
agent and was able to work with 
both services in more than twenty 
cantonments and training camps, 
frequently instructing 1,200 men 
at one time in hollow square for 
mation. 

Feeling that most first aid has 


ty | to be done without prepared mate- 


rial, the Commodore has developed 
and collected many first ald meth- 
ods that can be done with the 
clothing and equipment of the in- 
jured person including ninety 
uses of the Scout kerchief and 
thirty emergency uses of an army 
blanket, ranging from dressing a 


refugee to a splint for a lower leg. 


These uses of the Scarf are gen- 
eral through the Girl Scouts, 
Camp Fire Girls and Boy Scouts 
and the latter organization has 
published a pamphlet “Scouting 
with a Neckerchief”’ by the Com- 
modore. 

He has ¥poken at assemblies in 
hundreds of schools and colleges, 
making the First Aid topic enter- 
taining as well as instructive, and 
has presented the subject to Safety 
Supervisors and First Aid Training 
schools in nearly every state In the 
Union. ; 

A first aider and a first aid kit 
in every auto and a life saver in 
every bathing party are  sugger- 
tions which Commodore Longfel- 
low emphasizes at all his meetings, 
urging personal preparedness for 
all Americans.
